A suspicion to which I have prev 


iously alluded is growing rapidly ; 
that Labor’s insistent and wide

The stra- 
tegic succession of strikes, aimed at 
production and, later at utilities in 
key cities, have all the earmarks 
of a military campaign whose pur- 
pose seeins not only to cripple na- 
tional economy but to confuse and 
lower public morale. Thus far the 
scheme, if such it be, has met with 
admirable success, and the recent 


demand for a 30-hour week, on top} 


of extraordinary wage-increases and 
arbitrary privileges, shows how con- 
fident Union bosses have become 
of total victory. Whether, the idea 
is Moscow-inspired or a purely na- 
tional power dream seems of small 
importance beside the fact that here 
is an all-out conflict between mighty 
factions in which the common man, 
as usual, has become an innocent 
victim. It has already done the 
country more harm and brought 
greater hardship to its people than 
any equal period of the shooting 
war just ended. 

In some measure the situation 
may be attributed to an inevitable 
reaction from years of regimented 
effort—the unnatural repressive un- 
ity of war. It marks, no doubt, 2 
reassertion of the ego, long restrain- 
ed and suddenly explosive. 
it may go deeper than expected and 
play havoc with the well-laid plans 
of men who split the country into 
hostile factions; for it is also break- 
ing these into antagonistic sub-di- 
visions. Local unions are defying 
international heads. A.F.L, and C.- 


I.C. have locked horns in a finisn | 


fight and corporation directorates 
are quarrelling with executives. Two 
great armies threaten to become dis- 
organized guerrilla bands if present 
stalemates are continued. 

In the realm of world-affairs, a 
similar dissention is preventing 
peace between imperial governments 
and colonial subjects. Dr. Hubertus 
von Mook, Dutch viceroy in rebell- 
ious Indonesia, is not in definite ac- 
cord with the Hague and Sutan 
Sjarir, late Premiar of the insur; 
rectos was hamstrung by the variant 
demands of 183 native groups. 
Throughout India, Hindus and Mo- 
hammedans oppose disjointed pat- 
terns for colonial independence to 
British policies that lack unanimous 
support. And Palestine is the world’s 
greatest Donnybrook Fair. 

Time alone, perhaps, can cure this | 
global hangover from a saturnalia 
of homicide and destruction. “Time 
is the great physician”, said Disraeli. 
Had he lived amid the current mal- 
adjustments of complex economies, 
disturbed utilities, butter shortages 
and O.P.A., he might have added, 
fervently, “How long, Oh Lord! How 


long?”
